ShO started with a party from New 
Yoi'k on tho iirst passonger vossol go­ 
ing through tho Panama canal, stopping 
ot Peru, where she visited several cities 
of the Incas tribes before taking tho 
trip to the* topmost city of tho world, 
La Paz."

Not only did wc secure the 
first high school prize essay in the coun­ 
ty-wide contest, in which twelve schools 
competed, won by Wilbur Nye, but the 
banner for best work done in the de­ 
partment of co-operation of temperance 
and mismont), came here. It is more than 
interesting to note that in the 
past 
four years the Covina schools and young 
people have, carried off six county and 
state prizes, as follows:

said, theb rakeB of the motor failed to 
•work. 


Mrs. 
Brekingsale, being on tho side 
next tho train, roceivod the full force 
of tho impact. Her skull was fractured 
in sovoral places and her right arm was 
broken. 


Harry Chantlin, driving a largo tour 
ing car for tho Mission Inn at River 
side, was tho first to roach tho scene 
Ho picked up the dying woman nnd 
securing a stretcher from 
tho 
train 
which had stopped, hurried her to th 
office of a doctor hero. 


Mrs. Brekingsalo was the wifo of Dr 
D. Loftus Brekingsttle, who is at pros 
ont in Great Britaiu.

Thus in 1510, when Cortoz and 
his army reached tho shores of Mexico 
(Anhuac), tho coast-dwellers sent the 
news to their Emperor Montezuma by

THE 
NAVY. 


Collier's Weekly: 
In spite of a thousand warnings the navy is 
very little stronger than it was when the war began. 
Comparatively 
it is weaker, much weaker. 
England's building has increased her 
naval strength prodigiously. 
We know less about Germany, but 
naval officers are informed that she has at ieawt maintained her rela­ 
tive position to England, perhaps bettered it, and that she has added 
five battle cruisers to her navy. 
While this has been going on the 
president has given a free hand to Secretary Daniels, and the results 
are in perfect harmony with the character of that individual. ITc 
first compelled the general board of the navy to change its recommen­ 
dations, and, when it did so, laid the recommendations aside and 
substituted a program of his own which extended over five years and 
included tawdry and insincere items such as an enormous increase 
in the submarine fleet, to please the newspaper public. He has kept 
the navy undermanned at least 15,000 and probably 25,000. To 
gratify the oldpopulistic wing of his party he quarreled with private 
shipbuilders- over a small, perhaps imaginary, difference in the cost 
of a battleship, with the result that government yards must be 
equipped and the building of these ships delayed 'months or perhaps 
years. 
Dreadnoughts that were provided for two years ago have not' 
yet been started. 
The navy does not possess a single battle cruiser. 
Recent maneuvers showed that an enemy fleet could,strike at any part 
of the Atlantic coast without being located by the defenders. 
The 
Pacific coast is guarded by ships about as effective as the I3on Homme 
Richard would be today. 
The recommendations of the general board 
for a reserve supply of ammunition have been rejected. 
Target prac­ 
tice has slumped. 
An investigation of the submarine criuse, which 
was advertised glaringly by the department shows that some of the 
boats couldn't start at all, some joined for only part of the cruise, 
some limped home under their own power, and some were towed! 


PRESS DOES GOOD WORK. 


It was not long ago that the Riverside Press published an editorial 
on the condition of Jirea canyon, which for the present summer will 
be the main route available for access to the Orange county bqach 
resorts and the coast rdlid to San Diego from the interior valleys 
Copies of the articles and an appeal for aid were sent to the Pomona 
chamber of'commerce and the editorial was also put into the hands of 
the Los Angeles supervisors. 
Orange county was likewise stirred up 
The article has borne fruit quickly, for the supervisors have ordered 
work done at once on the road that will put it in shape for comfort­ 
able travel for the summer and have taken steps to. provide for con­ 
crete paving which will probably be put in next fall.'

But he kept at it; finally 
tho flood came and every mother's son of the croakers was drowned. 
This is the only instance we know of either in sacred or profane 
history where the knocker got exactly what wus coining to him.— 
Exchange. 


"TWO BITS,'' AND SO ON. 


An editorial in a western United States contemporary a few days 
ago went into an interesting discussion of the many things that might 
be done with "two bits." To the average easterner, and, in fact, 
to many southerners and westerners, the term "two bits" would be 
without meaning, yet, strange to say, in several of the larger states 
of tho Union, and notably in Missouri and California, people think of 
small values in " b i t s " aiul so express themselves. 
The Missourians 
brought the " b i t " with them to California in 1849,. and there it took 
root and there it remains to this day, first to puzzlo and afterward 
to take a firm grip upon the favor of tho newcomer. 
Quite likely 
tho early English colonists on the Atlantic seaboard continued to 
apply the term " b i t " to fractional .silver pieces, but, if they did, it 
was always followed by "penny," as, for instance, "threepenny bit," 
"sixpenny bit," etc.; but it was only upon the conjunction of' races 
in the lower Mississippi that the "bit," which stands for 12VIJ cents, 
came into use as a measure of fixed value. 


THE JAPANESE GOBLIN. 


People who for racial reasons, distrust the Japanese, and who 
never allow an opportunity to pass when they may speak disparaging­ 
ly of tho "little brown men," should muko a serious study of the at­ 
titude of the Japanese nation toward the exclusion act. The Burnett 
bill, now pending before congress, has aroused the old. discussion, 
and has been the cause of an entirely groundless " J a p war scare." 
Tho Japanese are protesting agaiust the gratuitous insult contained 
in the bill, not against tho provisions of exclusion, which have been, 
and still are, in effect. 
The Japanese American News, a leading 
Japanese newspaper, quotes Governor Johnson as follows: 


"May I venture to call to your atteution the immigration law now 
pending in congress where certain classes, who are excluded from 
our country, are described as persons who cannot become eligible to 
become citizens of tho United States." 


If the utterances of Japanese statesmen and publicists indicate 
anything they indicate that Japan is amenable to any friendly con­ 
ference on the question of immigration. 
Tljeir knowledge that the 
"gentlemen's agreement" is an unfair and discriminatory arrange­ 
ment does not prevent them from abiding by it, for they are- willing 
to concede that international relations cannot always be adjusted in 
perfect accord with justice and humanity. 
When San Francisco 
expelled innocent Japanese children from her public schools in 100(5 
Japan returned the "compliment" with a gift of $2-16,000 to the 
earthquake-stricken city at the Golden Gate. 
Wheu California again 
slapped her in the face by enacting the auti-Jupanese land law she 
replied with an expenditure of $1,500,000 for the exposition ;tt San 
Francisco. 
It is to be hoped that Japan will in the future prove as 
patient and gracious as in the past. 
Asia, the cradle of Buddho. 
Christ and Confucius, should once again teach the militant, aggres­ 
sive, egotistic world of tho West lessons of patient and humanity.

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For the first time in the history of 
the Angeles national forest the secre­ 
tary of agriculture has taken 
official,] 
action to regulati? campers in the big 
woods. 
He has notified 
Supervisor 
Charlton that, it will be treated as a 
misdemeanor to start a fire without a 
permit. This will be punishable by a j 
fine of not more than $500, or imprison­ 
ment for not more than twelve months, 
or both, on conviction. 


Camp-fire 
permits, were issued for 
the first time last year in the interest 
of the conservation of the forests and 
at the request of various boards of 
trade and chambers of commerce in- 
/terested in the preservation of the 
watershed. 
The enforcement of the 
rule brought about a decrease in the 
number of forest 
fires, but the rule 
was never officially backed up by the 
department at Washington until now. 


Under the rule, parties going into 
the weeds must secure these permits, 
either at the office of the supervisor 
in the Federal building or of the forest 
rangers, who can be found at any 
time within their territory. There is 
no expense attached to securing the 
permits, but their use enables the offi­ 
cers to place the responsibility for 
fires when they know where the blaze 
starts and who had' a permit to start 
a fire in that place or its immediate vi­ 
cinity. The Southern California 
trout 
season began May 1, and all fishermen 
should 
provide 
themselves with 
per­ 
mits. 


In order to secure a permit, the ap­ 
plicant must comply with the follow­ 
ing requirements: To build small fires 
only, to build fires in the open and 
not ngainst a tree or log, nor within 
twenty 
feet of standing 
brush; to 
scrape away all leaves and brush from 
around the fire; to never leave a fire 
unattended even for a short time with 
out extinguishing it; to extinguish fire 
first with water, then to cover with 
dirt. 
Bonfires are not allowed in the 
national forest. 


It is a noticeable fact that the An 
gules national forest is the only nation­ 
al forest of the 103 in the country 
where fire permits are required and that 
TS per cent of the fires in the woods 
are caused by careless campers.

It was at first reported that the 
prince captured by the British was the 
son of Prince Felix of Salm-Salm, who 
married the American actress. Miss 
Agnes Leclercq of Baltimore. He came 
to the United States during the civil 
war, having had Borne experience In 
both the German and Austrian armies, 
and President Lincoln gave him a com­ 
mission as brigadier geuernl.

Pope Plus X. used to HUe 
to talk with everybody who came; none 
went away without a special 
word 
from him. But Benedict does not spend 
so much time on his visitors. 
Those 
whom mere curiosity has brought ure 
soon dismissed. It is only in tho ense 
of an Important person tbnt he lingers 
in conversation. 
But even then tho au 
diences last till midday, when the pope 
takes the principal meal of the day. 


Plus X. always dined with one of 
his chaplains. 
When the present pope 
was elected there was much specula­ 
tion a s to whether be would follow 
that custom. But the order came from 
bis major domo before the first meal 
that Cardinal Delia Cbiesa ate as pope 
to set his table for one person, and bo 
always adheres to the rule of taking 
his meals alone. 
His midday m e a l - 
lunch or dinner, whichever you like to 
call It—consists of an Italian soup with 
plenty of macaroni and cheese, a course 
of meat, a couple of vegetables and 
fruit, with a glass of French wine— 
no more. 


After this comes recreation. 
Until 
2:30 or 3 he walks.in Ills private apart­ 
ments or, when the weather Is not too 
hot, in the Vatican gardens. 
He goes 
on 
foot, 
unattended by guards or 
chamberlains, and walks briskly. He 
often goes to the end of the gardens, 
to the wall that looks on the Piazza 
del RcBorglmuuto. Home's most mod­ 
ern 
neighborhood, and people down 
below in the palaces nearest the pon­ 
tifical gardens can sec the pope watch­ 
ing tho traffic with evident Interest. 


At 3 p. m. he goes back to work. 
Reports. Instructions to bis nuncios 
and various correspondence aro now 
attended to. This goes on until 0.. 
when more audiences ure held. But 
these are of a private or Intimate na­ 
ture and are never reported In the Os- 
scrvatore Romano, the Vatican organ. 


It is at this hour that Benedict XV. 
recetves his cardinals, the higher offi­ 
cials ut the papal court und, very 
often, Italians who have some politi­ 
cal or diplomatic position in the secu­ 
lar government and who cannot there­ 
fore go to the Vatican officially. At 
these evening audiences the pope learns 
more of what goes on In public affairs 
outside his domain than ut uny other 
time. It Is in many respects the most 
important part of bis day. 


At 8 the audiences are closed. The 
nope then takes a supper of eggs beat­ 
en up In milk und talks to chosen mem­ 
bers of the household for half an hour. 
And then to work ngaln. 
Very often 
the three windows of the pontifical 
study are lighted up as as late as mid­ 
night.
